into three Faculties : Animal, Vital, 
Natural : The Anmal, into Princi- 
at, Senſitive , motive : The Principal, 
into [maginative, (ſeared inthe upper 

rt of the braine ; ) Reaſonable (rhe 
middle part of rhe brain ; ) Memora- 
tive, ( Cerebellum , or after-braine, 
The Sexſtive, into Seeing, (the eyes;) 
Hearing, ( the eares ; ) Swelling, ( the 
noſe ; ) Taſting, (the tongue, pallet ;) 
Touchingy (the body. ) The Motive, 
into Progreſſive (legges) Apprehenſove, 
(hands.) 

The V;talzinto Dilative,or parts for 
Reſpiration, (weazon, lungs : ) Con- 
coftive, or parts for vital motion, 
(hearr and arreries ) underſtood by 
the Pulfificke Facvlrie, 

The Natural , into Nutrative , 
Altive, Generative : which three are 
performed by the helpe of the Artra- 
Hive, ( theguller ;) Retentive, (lower 
paſſage, or the ftomack ; ) Concoltive,

Auguſtin: and Athanaſmu fay itis 4

And there be ſeveral Qpinions of 
it's Body : Lucippss and Hipparchus 
ſay, it hath a fierie Body : Critias and 
Anaxemines, Waolnor and others, an 
aeriall body: Heſiod, an ear:hly : Epi- 
curiuyfierie and airie : Zenophon gvatry 
and earthly : Drone , a midle betwixt 
' the. ſpirit aud the body : Didimms and 
Origen, a third ſubſtazce, 

* Divers other conceptions and fan- 
cies there be, to uphold rhis ridi- 
culons invention of the Soule, tradu- 
Qed from the Heathens, who by the 
Booke of Nature underſtood an im- 
morcality afrer Death ; bur chrough 
their ignorance how, or which way , 
this invention ( reporredto be Pla- 
to*s) was occaſioned, and begor a 
general beliefe: and ſo they, and af- 
cer ' them the Chriſtians, have thus 
{trained their wi:s ro ſuch milerable 
Hifcs, ro define what it a; but neither 
Con- 
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conclude any certainty , or give ſatis» 
faction therein. Ye: ſince ir is gene- 
rally concluded to be in man, and of 
man; bur whar, where, or how, no 
man knowes ; though ſuch ſeveral 0- 
pinions of it be, it bur examined: 
Ile pitch upon choſe which afford 
molt conceprory definition : thart is, 
that of «Ariſtotle, Nemeſis, or An- 
broſe Parey, which make the Sonle to 
be all the internal and external! Fa- 
culties of man joyntly conſidered, or 
Man Anatomized : and thereto Re- 
ply chus, 

All the Facnlties cf Man( ſeverally 
or together) are all, and each of chem 
mortal :; as well thoſe that are pecu- 
liar to man, as thoſe that are common 
to Beaſts: and if all thoſe, with his 
corpulent macrter compleating Man, 
be proved mortal ; then the inven- 
tion of the Soule upon that ground 
vaniſheth : which I chus prore, 

All elementary compoſitions or 
Temperatures are mil and tranſi- 
gory 2 

But mans Faculties from the leaſt 
to the greateſt are Temperatures: 
Ergo, mortal, ' The 
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The Minor 1s thus proved, 

That which is ſubje& co increaſe 
and diminiſh, is a Temperature, 

Bur all mans Faculties, yea thoſe 
of Reaſon, Conſideration, Scrence, KC, 
all char diſtinguiſh Man from a Beaſt, 
are augmented by Learning , Educa- 
tion,&c, leſflened by negligence,idle- 
_ &c. and quire nullified by mad- 
=_” 


Ergo, 

That thoſe Faculties are Tem- 
perarures,l further prove, thus, 

A Temperature is a Qualitiez and 
a Quality may be in the SubjeR, or 
abſent from it,wichourt the deftructi- 
on cf the ſame ſubje4. 

But reaſon, underſtanding,&c.may 
be abſent from the Body their Sub- 
ze, and yet the Body —_ : as, 
inmad-men, and perſons in the Fal- 
ling-ſichzeſs ; and none will deny they 
are men.ar.that ſame time : 

Ergo, 

Objed, Qualities of the Body are 
ſubjeR ro lenle, 

Bur underſtanding , &c, fſubjeX 
tO none 2 
Ergo, Anſlw, 
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Aniw, A hot and drie braine is 
quick-wicred, which by moytture and 
coldneſs is alrcred: and fo we are 
diſpoſed according to the preſent 
conſticurtion of our Bodyes, 

If chis ſuffice not, 1 adde, thar 
an effe3 is by paſſion from the cauſe, 
as motion cannot be withour paſſion 
from chat which moverh : for take a- 
way the cauſe, and the motion ceaſ- 
eth : tolle cauſam, tolliuy effetims : 
Therefore quickneſs of wit cannot be 
wichour patlion from hear & drineſs : 
for oyer-power that hot and dry 
braine with moyſture and coldneſs, 
as may be with Opiumand the hot- 
neſs and drineſs thereof ceaſerh, and 
dulneſs followeth. 

Furrher, eyen from my Oppoſites 
Aſſertions, I prove this Soule they ſo 
calke ono be elementcal,as #oolnor & 
others,who aſcribe unto It an Aerial 
Body:For whatſoever is Aerial 18 ele» 
mental, elſe could ir not be Aerial: 

Ergo, this Soule js elemental, and 
ſo finite, 

K this immorral ſpirit have an Aeri- 
all Body, 1 wonder what would be- 
" come 
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Man wholly mortal. 
= comeof it, if a livipgman were clo- 
q ſed up in a Veſlel, which were fo ſo- 
f lid every wh:re, that the Aire could 
nor poliibly evacuare, and there the 
4 man die ; either it maſt periſh with 
the man , or elſe. remaine there, 
through which there is no paſſage for 
its Aeriall Body : So that he ſo mar- 
tyred hath an ilfavored Parade for 
his Soul, 

And further,experience tells us ; If 
the former Brain-pan be hurt, the 
Senſes are hindered, bur the C ogitation 
remaineth ſound, 

i If onely the Midd/e-pan be harmed, 
' the Cogitation is maimed ; bur the 
Seat of Senſe keepes all the five Senſes 
| whole : If any hurr befall both wo

; the Former and Middle-pan,both Senſe 
and Copitation decay 

If the Hizder-pan bs dilordered 
| onely, the Memoriealone,and neuher 

Senſe nor Cogitation receive harme, 
| So that in veritic, Man ts bur a 
| Creature whoſe ſeveral parts and 
1 members are endowed with proper 
{ natures or Faculries, each ſubſervient 
I to other, ro make him a living Ra- 
tional 
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cional Creature ; whole degrees 
excellences of narural Faculties make 
him mi his kind more excellent then 
che Beaſts: So that though Parey and 
others do {o excellently ſer forth his 
ſeveral endowments,or properties of 
his ſeveral members, ir dow not fol- 
low, that thoſe Faculties rogether are 
a Being of themſelves immortal : For 
as rhe. members cannort be 
members wirhour chem, {o they can- 
not be faculties without cheir mem- 
bers : and ſeparation cannot be with- 
our deſtrucion of berh : As artraai- 
on or heat is che-propertie of hire, 
which cannoc be, if fire ceaſe 5 nor 
fire/be,if ir ceaſe: and as well may we 
ſay the-heat of che fre continuerh, 
afrer the fire is dead out, as thoſe Fa- 
culries when their Body 1s dead : for 
{poile one, ſpoile both ; kill one, kill 
bothzrhis is in cthar,and rhar is in chis: 
The Formis io in the Matter, and rhe 
Matter fo inthe Form”, as thereby, 
and nor elfe, is an Exiſtence , or Ha 
mane Emtitie:" And cheir Being is in 
this #jon , and their #nion is in chis 
Being : So that, take away Form, and 


Matter 
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Matter ceaſerh ; 'take away Matter, 
and Form ceaſeth : deſtruitio vnixe oft 
Mteritum alterins, The Form 1s the 
Form of the Matter, and the Matter 
the Matter of the Form ; neither of 
themſelves, but each by other}, and 
Seth together make one Being : there- 
fore if one Be by the other,and rhere- 
by Both together ; then owe cantior 
confit wichour the orber , bur muſt 
Both periſh rogerher : For nothing 
can confift without that , by which ic 
Is, 

Bur fuppoſe- on the contrary, one 
could confilt without the other,as they 
ſay the Sox! can without the Body ; 
then ove may be generated wirhour 
the other Sou! withour Body,and fo ac- 
cording to their prepoltetons pre- 
cepts,it 1s not unnatural for a Worman 
to bring forth a ſpiritthar hath heirher 
fleſh, blood nor bones, inftead of a 
Child. 

Or if ove Be wirthour the othey , as 
Form wiuhour Matiey 3; Maſſe' concep» 
ted, without the Facu/tie cohceprive : 
chen ſhonld all corpnleve Subſtances 
be a5 infinite as God, withour dey. 
ning 
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ning, and Be of themſelves,and them- 
ſelves Gods : Bac I hope all granc 
both impoſſible : Therefore they 
mult - _ end m__ as begin 
er;and begintogerher as end ro- 
wy Moreoveryexperience further 
rels us, that they neither can Be, nor 
conſiſt without other:For if Nature be 
deprived more or leſs in her work of 
conception, of her due,(her Forms or 
conceptions being by her power For- 
mative or concepuve, or her Formed 
F aculties by her Facultive Formes)her 
Ee is accordingly : If membrally 
impedited, a membral impediment ; 
x rocally unpediced, a toral fruſtra- 
rion Matter and Form, in Both : 
For he that is borne withoue any 
member, harh neither Form nor F 4- 
euky rhereof at all ; or with a 
membral imperfeRion, chat part hat 
nor its perfeRtion either of Forms of 
Facwltie» fo cometh ir that ſome are 
borne Fooles, and never can be wile : 
Therefore heir original Being mnſt 
be togerher, And that their ulri- 
mace end is rogerher, we ſee, thar the 
Eye is no Eje withour the Sight 3 and 
Sight 
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Sight no Sight without the Eye: and 
ſo of all the other Seyſes and Faculics 
e minore ad majus, Wherefore,mem» 


bral perfeRion is not ſo much in ſhape: 


as in wvirtze; and wirrual perfettion 
not ſo much in Maſle as in due proper- 
tion, and both joyntly make natura! 


perfettion, which 1s the gift of God, 


or Natures general inſtintt : So, as one 


can by no meansbe withont the other, 


ſo one cannot ſxb/iſ# withour the, 0+ 
ther : For could there be a Facu/tive 
ſbſcſtence(as that ofthe Soul 1s made) 
withour its body; then a man mighr 
livewhen his head were cur off, --* 
Further ghis Facs/tive Gifr,or Na 
rures endownmenr, can no more 'be 
{aid co be a ſublitienc living Spirit , 
withour irs Recepracle, then the Sun+ 
beames without rhe Sun, whicty are: 
che pifr or propertic of che Sun, Bur: 
the. Beirg- of this communication 
muſt be in the SubjeRas levirie inthe 
Firezponderofitic in' the Earth: And 
though the natures of chings, be im- 
mediate communications of Gods 


Power to Narure , yet disjunRively 


thoſe communicarions are no ape; 
Witte 
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without God be ſo many ſeveral By- 
ings; for in that ſence they are nor 
communications, bur abſolure Beings 
of themſelves ; for berwixt Facwltie 
and S»bjett is a Re/ation to communi» 
cation, as betwizt Father and Sox to 
Fatherhood ; netther without other, 
nor it without both : and to ſay not- 
wichltandingzas this fancy of the Soul 
importeth that there may be a Facul- 
trve Subſiſtance without its Swhjett ; 
then Natures ſeveral Faculties mult 
not. be the ſeveral communications of 
One Beingbut lo many abſolure irre- 
lative Beings of themſelves : So that 
this Doarine of the Sow! implyeth, 
no God ; if a God,lo many ſeyeral Gods 
as Faculties: and if bur ONE, then 
it chops that ONE ſmaller then herbs to 
the pot : Therefore Facsltie ceateth 
with its Subjett, or with the Szbje# 
God gathereth to himſelf the powerand 
yer his power no more by retrattion, 
then lels before by communication ; 
and ſo bur One Being, in whom all 

things are, or one Ex: Entizms, 
Moreover, . thoſe ſeveral Faculties 
cannot be uniced or Conebencns 
- 
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in one body, bur by the ſeveral mem- 

bers of the ſame body ; for we ſee, if 
the memHer decay, the PFacnltie de- 
cayes: Therefore their unite ſubſilt- 
ance mult be cerminated membrally in 
the body: And if it were poſſible they 
could ſubliſt, ſeparated from their 
members ; then in that ſeparation 
their Being could nor be comjuntt or 
wnite, for want of that which tyed 
them rogether, the ſeveral members : 
Andſo, if any Peing,ſo many ſeveral 
Beings as ſeveral Faculties : if any 
Soul, lo many ſeveral Souls : a Phan* 
taſticks Soul, a Rational Soul, a CMe- 
morative Soul, a Seeing Sowl,a Hear* 
ing Sow'ga Smelling Soulza Taſting Sow!, 
a Toxchirs Soyl; with divers other 
Souls of all ſorts and ſizes, 

And further, that thoſe Faculties 
are thus in their Swbjelts, and are nor 
withour them, (as accidens non eſt mi- 
8 in ſubjefto,)) we (ce, that they in- 
creaſe and grow with their S»bjetts, 
and perfe& rogether : For 4 Child 
is totally proportionared ( as Adam 
when God formed him of the Earth ) 
before the wvitall Facultie be _

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(as Parey ſaith)and the Rarronal requi- 
reth a' dune proceſs of time after birth,

J- it 1s fevfett : Therefore Faculties 1n- 
ſy creaſe with their S»bjefts 3 and if in- 
d creaſe, they mult decreaſe,

ſexerally,fe all are rranſitory, even all 
| B 2 chat 
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that goeth to the Subjeft Man is 
corruptible,and himſelf but a Bundle 
of corruption, or curious Maſs of vi- 
cuſſirudes, If all of Man that goeth 
to his Marhood be mortal , where 
then, or what is this immortal thing 
the Sow/they talke of ? we haye ex- 
amined all his parts and F aculties, and 
find even all morcal : Ir is not ſure 
his prima materia, though ingenerable, 
incorruptible, inſenſible, indefinite, 8c, 
Nor his Forma proma, that principle 
which firſt gives Eſence toa narural 
Body ; the firlt Aaive principle, in- 
forming and bgurating the Firſt Mar- 
ter, ſui appetentem ; for both are ge- 
neral to the whole Creation , whoſe 
Eſficient ( awſe is onely immediately 
God himſelf , by whoſe power all 
things that are made, ſhall be rerurn- 
ed to that of which they were made, 
their Materia prima,or created matter: 
So thar, (as Solomon ſaith,) Man hath 
no pre « eminence above a Beaſt, even 
one thing beſalleth them. 

Whar Reaſon is there now, that 
Mans Faculties in a higher Degree, 
ſhould be an immortal Spirir, more 
then 
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then a Beaſts in a lower Degree ? bur 
both elementary and hinire, 

Further, if ir be not unnatural that 
Seeing Hearing, &c, ſhould be pro- 
duQted by an Elementary operation, as 
none deny in the propagation of 
Beaſts : why is not the Rational F a- 
eulre in Man as natural in May, and 
may as well be produced elementari- 
ly by Man, as the other by Beaſts, be 
as aually morral ? Tfthis ſuffice nor, 
oblerve; Subſtantia non recipit majus 
ant mins, 2 Giant is no more a man 
then a Dwarſe ; there may be a gra- 
_ dual diftinQion, and yer no Eſſential 
difference ; Degrees of F acslties in 
ſeveral perſons, and yer the Faculties 
the ſame, and of one nature, though 
not equally excellent : and the De- 
gree doth not make a Facultie more 2 
Facultie, or leſs a Facultie : There- 
fore, if the ſaid Fac#/tizs in an inferi- 
our Degree be elementary , {s muſt 
they in a ſuperior: But inBru:es,whom 
none deny ro be wholly mortal , and 
all cheir Facs/ties elementary , have 
our moſt noble parrs & facwliies ſcat- 
rered amongſt them, though in an in- 
B 3 fert- 
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feriour degree, as Ambr, Parey laid, 
(Lb, 2, chap. 1.) If we will diligently 
ſeach into their nature, we ſhall obſerve 
the impreſſions of many virtues : as of 
HMagnanimitie, Prudence, Fortitude, 
C lemency, Dcil.tie, Love , Careſulneſs, 
Providence ; yea, Knowledge, Under- 
ſtanding , Memaorie, &c, 1s common 
coall Erutes, the Aﬀettions and Paſſi- 
os of the Mind,all his Q#4lyies good 
and bad, avd-every Facultie he hath 
15 t0 be found more or leſs amongſt 
chem:And Parey further ſaith:They are 
of qu'ck $S ene, cbſervant of the Rights 
of Friend/hip and (haſtitie, they ſubmit 
themſelves to the diſcipline of man, they 
have taucht man many things, &C. 

The Hare1s eminent for Memories 
the Dog for Appreberion and Fidelitie, 
che Serpent for Wiſedome, the Fox for 
Subtiltic, the Dove for Chaftitie and 
Imnocency , the Elephant for Doctlitie, 
Modeſtie, and Gratitude : Plinie lairh, 
he cometh neare the underſtanding of a 
man, that they worſhip the Moon and 
Stars ; Plurarch, that they worſhip the 
Sunriſing : the Ape 1s eminent for [- 
mitationand Urd:r/tanding,the ow le 
Or 
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for Love, the Crocod:le for Deceit, rhe 
L 1mmbe for Patience, thee Waſpe for An- 
ger, &c, and for his Five Senſes, he 13 
by them exce.'d. 

Aper autiti nos vincit, Aranea tailu, 
Vulur rdorats, Lynx viſu, Simia ouſt, 

Thus Man wn ſenſw diviſo 18 to 
be found amovght the other Creatures, 
and in him alone thoſe leveral Facul- 
tiesare eminent ſenſu con!/nntto, ard io 
onely cayable of God : Therefore 
thoſe Faculties being elem:miary in 
an inferiour Degree, inan inferiour 
Creature ; why may they nor be e- 
lementary in a {uperious, Degree in a 
juperiour Creature ? 

Now fron all, this followeth; har 
if in man be an immortal Spirit, then

eAnot er Argument diſproving ay 
Alttual immortality to be in fallen Man, 

If there be an immortal Scul ( as 
is imagined) in man, then it malt be 
neither hot nor dry, nor cold nor 
moylt ; neither chick nor thin, nor 
heavy nor light : for all ſuch compolt- 
tions in fallen nature, are mortal and 
{inice, (as before proved,)for hey are 
clemental, 

Bur every thing 1n nature muſt be 
one or ſome of thoſe, or all choſe ro-* 
gether ; for in nature nothing can be, 
bui i: muft be hot or dre, cold or 
moy.t 
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moylt,rhick or rhip,heavy or light; for 
of rhole radical Qualities the whole 
creation conhilterh : rhat is not a crea- 
cure that is not compoſed thereof, If 
therecan be any thing in Nature void 
of choſe qualities , ler it be named, 
where it 15, how it can be, what and 
whereof it is,and that ſhall be called 
the immortal Soul ; bur luch a thinz 
to be in nature , is paſt Imagination, 
yea, abſolutely impoſſible, 
Therefore,no immortalicy in fallen 
man : as he is wholly elemental, fo 
is be wholly difloluble : Every e- 
lement returnes to its Centre ; his 
earchly part unto the earth, his moy- 
fture or watery part unto the water ; 
his warmth or firy part, torheſeat of 
fire;his airy part unto the air: and thus 
the compoſition Man recurnerh to his 
ſimples,and ſo cealeth from his Being; 
and is become as before chat compo» 
firion, or elemental conception ; Ima- 
vine how it was before he was for- 
med, conceived, or born ; and even 
ſois it with him when he 15 dead: 
for as before his conception, he was 
in his elem:nts; exen io after hes 
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"= gdeathhe returneth to the ſame, and 


hach no more being , nor otherwile, 
afrer death , then before life : and 
ſo there is no more time to him after 
his death ro the ReſurreRion, or re- 
compoſition of his elements, chen 
there was to bimfrom the creationro 
his birth, which is none art all, 
eAnother Argument, 

Thar which is nor partly immortal 
as well as mortal, doth ceaſe from life 
or Being from the time of rhe grave 
eill che RefurreRion, 

Bur man is not partly immortal as 
well as mortal,

Minor proved.

when the Heads-man chopr off the 
Biſhop of Caterburies head, he cur off 
no pert of the man : 

Therefore, man mukſt eicher be all 
morral, or all immortall ; or char 
which is partly morral, partly immor- 
cal, maſt have rwo beings or lifes, 

Minor proved, to wit, that man 
hath nor two lifes or beings. 

If there be rwo diſtin& lifes or be- 
ings in man, then one creature is rxwo 
creatures; for the diflin&tion of Be- 
ings, is the diſtin&ion of creatures, 

Bur 'for one creature ro be two

That the diſtin&ion of beings is

For contraryes cannot poſſibly be 
in cne objet.

Therefcre well faies, Tertulliar, in 
his Book de Anima, that the Soul and 
Body of mas are both one; which, 
ſaich Saint Jerome, in his Epilile ro 
CHMarcellina and A napſychia, was'the 
opinion of the. greateſt. part of the 
Welterne Churches, And Saint eA#- 
ſtine in his four Books ofthe original 
of Souls,leaves the queſtion undecid- 
ed; veirhet dares he raſhly derermine 
any thing.

ſo at the RefurreRion cannor be raiſ- 
ed from death ; for that which never 
had life,cannot be railed from death ;

the dead, are by Saint John in Rev,

deal loved not again, untill the thouſand 
yer s were exded : the Sculs then thar 
lived and reigned with him,are none 
other then the perions thar were het 
railed by him frem the dead ar his 
comin 2,over whom none hath power 
tat God alone, who therefore is moſt 
chiefly to be feared, This dota nor 
1*r forth any immortality before the 
Reſmr- 
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Ryſurrattion, bur ſhews , that onely 
that 1s in Gods hand, and he onely a- 
ble ro rouch it, that 15,caft it in'o Hell, 
Ehar chis mult be lo expounded ,, I 
further prove, from the non-entrtie of

2.4. & this laſt{ che place &* = dam- 
ned] 1s that which we mean by Hell :

1.10, and 
5+ 9, Chaines of darkyeſs, 2 Pes.2, 4. 
Jude 6.,cternalfire, Jude 27. ſecond 
death, Rev,20,6.bottomleſs pi tRev.

1 ©, Lake of fire, Rev, 29, 20. and 21, 
8. everlaſting puniſhment , Mat, 2.5,

cothis adde 2 Cor, 5.10, For we muſt 
all appeare before the Judgement-Seat of 
Chriſt, that every one may receive the 
things done inthe fleſh , whether good ov 
evil, 
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evil: and to theſe adde 1 Theſ.1.to, 
and 5.9, where it 1s called, wrath ts 
come : Which thus compared, ſhew 
plainly, itis ro come : elie execution 
mult goe before Judgement ;zwhich in 
a Commonwealth would be ridicu- 
lous injuſtice,as firſt to hang men, and 
then judge them, Ar the day of 
Judgement we all muſt receive our 
reward according to our deeds good 
or bad, THEN ſhall he ſay unto them 
on his left hand, &c, and not before 
THEN : for it cannot be twice re- 
ceived : therefore, ir is ficly called 
wrath to cone, and the very Devils 
confirme this themſelves, Mars. 25, 
art thou come to torment us before the 
time ? Which proverh plainly,that the 
time of cheir corment was not come: 
and if rhe Devil cannot be believed, 
God furcher cleares it, 2 Per.2, 4. For 
if he ſpared not the Angels that ſinned, 
but caft them dewne to Hell, and de- 
livered them into Chaines of darkgneſs, 
to be reſerved unto Juilgment. And 
Jude 6, The Angels which kept not 
their firſt eſtate, but left thrir own habi- 
tation, he hath reſerved in everlaſting | 

nes, 'n 
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| (\baines, unto the Judgment of the great 


day : In both which places it is faid, 
they are reſorved unto Judgment: and 
Jude werſ.7. tothe Reprobate 15 ve- 
ſerved the blackn-ſs of darkeneſf for e- 
ver : and tochis adde Rev. 26, 10, 
11,1 2,1 3,14,1 5.,which clearly ſhew, 
that at the day of Judgment both 
Devils and Reprobate together ſhall 
be caſt into the Lake of fire: There- 
fore, if reſerved for both till chen,lle 
be bold to ſayit ſhall nor be till,nor 
before then. 

Moreover, Rev, 19. 20, it 1s ſaid, - 
the beaſt and the falſe Prophet,and them 
that worſhipped his Imageywere caft alive 
into the lake of fire and brimſtone : and 
chap. 20,10, Axd the Devil that de- 
ceived them , was caſt into the Lake : 
and this, verſ.5, and 14. is called the 
ſecond death : therefore , this caſting 
into the Lake muſt be after the Fall 
of Antichrif, and after he hath done 
deceiving, and not before : for if he 
be there nowhe hath done deceiving: 
for once there, it is impoſſible he 
ſhovld deceive : bur.chat he hath nor, 
there is more witneſſes, rhen ſtarres 
in

innumerable ins, whoſe jult reward is 
the ſecond death, 

If it be Queſtioned,where then the 
Devils are ? 

Obſerve, they are bur Creatures, 
and ſuch as arefallen from their Hea- 
venly manſions, therefore, within the 
Sublunarie compals ; ſo that as the 
Earth is the proper place for ponder- 
ous and groſs bodies ; andthe Devils 
being more ſubtile and ajereal, may 
be referred ro the aire ; andnot 
without ground from Seriptwre : for 
Epheſ. 2.2, the Devil is called the 
Prince of the power of the aire: {o thar 
their caſting into Hell , mult be the 
aire: and Hell may as well be pur 
for the aire in thoſe places, as in 0+ 
ther for che grave, &c. their priſony 
or place of cuſtody, as the grave to 
the dead. And Kev, 1 2, 9. 'tis ſaid, 
he was caft into the earth , and his An- 
gels, KC, 

This premiled , Hell and Damna- 
tion nor yer ; well michrt Tenorance 
ſtraine it (elf into ſuch incerrain con- 
ceits about the place of it's Bring, 
and 
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and ir not as yet : Some have feigned 
it in Mownt e/Erna, ſome it the Ele 
went of Fire , Which is berwixt the 
wpper Region of the Aire and the 
Globe of the Moon ; ſome to be in 
the Caves of the Earth , and [{ondaits 
of the Sea; (ome onely in the Sza, 
as Archer in his Perſonal reign of 
Chriſt mentions, becauſe the Devils 
were caſt into the Swize , which ra 
violently down a ſeep place into the Seay 
Mev. 5. 3. \urely,they might as well 
ſay, they have Militores abour their 
neckes, becaulc ir is allo ſaid,Better 4 
wilſtone were tyed about by necke, and 
he caſt into the bottoms of the [ea : forthe 
one followech no more then the o- 
ther: Some (ay, it is in the Earth, 
equally fo far diſtant from the ſurface, 
as Heaven 1s above it : as Phillips, 
&c, and this he labours ro confirme 
with Scripture : 25 Pro, 15.4. The 
way of life is above to the wiſe, that he 
may depart from Hell beneath: and Phil, 
2, 10, That in the name of Jeſus every 
knee ſhould bow, of things in Heaven, 
and things in Earth, and things under

tion of condition berwixt the wicked 
and the righteous, the one the ex- 
treameſt debaſement , che other the 
extreameſt exalracion ; which could 
nor be berter figurared co ſence, then 
by Heaven and Earth, 

And in particular thus : The figft, 
as Prov.15,24, is literal or figura- 
tive, which interpretation can nets 
ther be canonical nor rational ; for 
thereby wiſe men muſt not tread up- 
on the gronnd , but mult walke yo 
the Aire, or upon the water, as Chriſt 
and Peter upon the Sea,/ Mat.1 4.25, 
29.) and there onely the way of life: 
for ic ſaith , their way is above, yoo 
rile 
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fie was brought to confulion,which in 


the ſecond; as,Phil.2.1 o.that is both 
ophetical and figurative, to ſhew 
_ in procels of time all Degrees 
ſhall ſubje& to Chriſt : Angels, Men, 
Beaſts, Devils, and Death, whoſe De- 
groes are thus lirerally expreſſed to 
ence, by Heaven, Earth , under the 
Earth ; or Angels that are higheſt in 
dignitie, and io czleſtial ; Men and 
— the middle,and fo rerreftri- 
al ; Devils and, Neath the lowelt, and 
fo ſubrerreſtrial, 

The third, as Luke 16, is parabol;- 
cal - (of which more anon ) and ir 
ſeems by this,if Hell be fo deep in the 
Earth, the Dammed have wonderful 
good eyes , to ſee through the earths 
groſs body, and the Heavens 12, 
Spheares into the Caxlum Empyreum, 
to ſpy Lazarus in Abrahams boſome ; 
or elſe Heaven muſt be there roo, 
even in the centre of the Earth : 
this is the conſequence of ſuch para» 
bolical Arguments. And the 4, or 
laſt, as Ezek,31. 18, is akin to thoſe : 
for, it is but ro ſhew, how that Pha- 
roah in the hight of his pride and fu- 
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thErs5, ver(, 1s exprefled by , 1 the 
day when he went down ime the £rave ; 
and verſ, 14, unto death, to the nethey 
parts of the earth, to the pit ; and ver, 
I 7. into Hell: all which ſhew bur the 
ſudden death and utter confuhion of 
Pharoah and his Army: and at the 
urmolt, Hell here can be bur pur for 
death, or the grave; and nor for any 
ſnch place of torment, 

ObjeR. 9. Such 4 one canrghbt wp in- 
t® the third Heavens: how that he was 
caught up into Paradiſe, 2COL,12,2,4, 
there Paradiſe is put for the third Hea- 
ven: And to this compare Chriſts An- 
ſwer to the thiefe npon the Croſs : Thus 
day thouſhalt be with me in Paradiſe : 
Therefore , Paradiſe is the third Hea- 
ven, the place for the ſouls of the righte« 
ens, whither the Thiefes ſou! went that 
day. 

Auf Chril was not there that day 
himſelf; for he was chree days and 
three nights in che grave afger his 
death : during which cime , all che 
ſoul he had , was there derayned by 
death, as Is evident by P/al, 16.10, 
compared with Ai; 2, 31, forif it 
were 
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were not {o, then Chriſts humane na« 
cure taſted of death (nor wholly) bur 
partially onely , and thereby 
wrought not a whole,bur a partial re- 
demption to humane narure ; be- 
cauſe the ſoulthe moſt conſiderable 
part thereof, dyed nor, being im» 
morral (as is fancied :) which if erne, 
Then believers will not be compleas 
In or by Chriſt, as Saint Pax/aftirms 
chem ro be, Co/. 2.1 ©, having immor- 
taliry onely to their bodies by Chriſt, 
bur not to their ſouls, cheſs being 
immortal before, And then Chrif 
by the Goſpel broyght life and immor- 
tality to light, onely for the bodyes of 
men, and not for their ſouls, 2 Tin, 
1, 10, and then believers art the Re- 
farre&Aion will have two ſeveral and 
diſtin& lives and immorralicies ; the 
one of their ſouls,by nature ; and che 
other of cheir bodyes , by Chriſt : 
which is abſurd to imagine, 
Beſides, if the Thiefe's . ſouls was 
that day with Chrifts Soul in Para- 
diſe, a place of glory and exaltation ; 
Then humane nature had reward and 
exaltation before Chriſts ReſurreRi- 
Z on 
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on, or his conquelt over death, even 
whil*t the Salvation of ali man-kind 
was in ſuſpence , yea, and before irs 
juſtification ; for Chriſt dying for onr 
[7 ni, roſe again for our indication 
Rom. 4. 25, And further, if Chriſts 
ſoul was that day in Paradiſe , then 
the Apoſtles Creed may be queſtion- 
edas untrue , which together with 
Scriprure afficms, that Chriſt chat day 
was both dead and buried; neuher 
of which can betrue, if his ſonl ( the 
principaleſt part of his humanity)re- 
mained alive, And aſcended that day 
into Paradiſe, 'Befides, if that fancy 

had been trne, then ic ought, and 
wichout doubt ſhould have been pur 
a5 an Article of theCreed, to have 

b-en believed by.all Chriltians ; and 

had been as neceſlary a point to have 

been known and believed by them, 
as any other Article there pur con- 

cerring Chrilt, 

ObjeA. 10. But the meaning of the 
words may be, that the thieſes Soul was 
that day in Paradiſe with the Gedehead, 
and not with C _ Soul, —£

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namely, that the theifs humane nature 
was exalted before Chritts hutnane 
narure;which will contradict St,Paxl, 
Col.1.1 8,where he lairh, chat Chriſt 
was the firſt born from the dead yhat in all 
things be might have the preheminence : 
and Chriſts own reward & exalration 
went not before, bur followed after 
(as an effe& of )his ſufferings and con- 
aelt oyer death , as many Ts ys 
o Witneſs : For when he bad by himſelf 
prerged our ſins, he ſat down on the right 
hand of the CMajefty on high, Heb. 
1.3.we ſee Jeſus was made 4 little lower 
then the Angels,ſor the ſuffering of death, 
Crowned with glory and Honour , Heb. 
2,9, Chrilt being found in the faſhion of 
a man , humbled himſelf, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death © 
the Croſs : wherefore God alſo bath 
highly exalted him, and given Him a 
name above every names &c, Plal.2, 
8,9, Andno man in his wits can be 
ſo ſenſleſs, as not ro underſtand his 
Reſurre&ion to incervene his ſuffer- 
ins, and this his cxaltation, 
Beſides, fince the Godhead is e* 
verywhere, how could rhe Thiefe be 
abſent fremic anywhere? Where 
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Wherefore by no means may it be 
oranted thac che rhjefe was in Para- 
dice that day, or can be there before 
his reftoration or ReſurreAion ; un- 
leſs he were or can be there wich 
his broken leggs : for Chrilt ſaid nor 
Thy Soxl, bur Thow, i, e. Thon Theife, 
of Thoy max ſhalt be with me: And 
he that can make « Thiefe of him jn 
the ſence for which he ſuffered, or 
2 man either, without his body , is 2 
berrer work-man then 1 know any, 
And if the ſoul (as they ſay ) have

Yuptien : and Att: 8, 33, For his life 
i taken from the earth : and Iſa, 53.8, 
He was cut off out of the Land of the 
livine, All which could not be, by 
the tabulons conceirt of theſoul : for 
the firlt place (as A.2, 31.) doth 
ſhew, that not onely his fleſh, bur 
life and being was ſubje& or conquer- 
ed by death : and the ſecond , it was 
taken from the earth, ſhews it returned 
thither, elſe could it nor be raiſed 
from thence: the third, he was cut off 
owt of the land of the living, ſhews no 
life remained in the ſoul ; for if his 
ſoul rerained his life, and entered 
Paradiſe, which the Soularies make 
to be the Land ir ſelf of the living;

efus Chriſt, (and nor that rhe Sainrs

not be ſo bronght down to chem for 
their enjoyment, till after the Reſar- 
refion, and whep the new Heavens,

This no way contributes 
any thing to the fancy of the foul in 
a Paradice,bur rarher alrogerher con- 
founds the conceit : for E/yah left 
his mantle, not his body behind him, 
when h- aicended ; and Enoch was al- 
ſo wholly raken up. 

And therefore, Chriſt in the ſpeech 
of rheTheifs being with him in Para- 
dice, did not incend that preſent day, 
bur at rhe time of his coming into his 
Kingdome, he ſhould be there with 
him ( according ro the rheites peti- 
tion?) which Kingdome was not 
then ſhortly to be expe&ed, bur is 
yet to come ; nor will it be, uncil af-

on, and ſo onely Gods worke. The 
other, that ic is concepred by the 
woman through the concurrence of 
the ſeed of both ſexes, bur nor ſim- 
ply by che courſe of nacure, bur by 
the ſupernarural and extraordinaric 
aſſiſtance or efficacie of Godin con- 
ception mece then in other crea- 
rures ;and ſo partly mans, and party

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Gods worke, Bur char I may utcecly 
demoliſh the Rruure of this Inven- 
tion, I ſhall turn up the foundation 
of each kindein ir's place : Bucfirlt 
I (ball ſpeak a word or two in getie- 
ral of Procreatrion icielt. 

That whole man is generated by 
man , Obterve : That as the whole 
Tree is potentially in the ſeed, and 
actually in cine ſprangeth from itz of 
as many graines of wheat are in ane 
graine virtually, and perfe&tly atu-

6, ſo then by this 
mortal fleſh cannor be generared an 
immorcal ſpirtr,or out that can ſub- 
lift by ir ſelf diflolved fromrhe fleſh ;

\ of memyare eſſentially a perfect ” 
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firſt inſtant of conception 48 ever after- 
wards, And pag.97, he ſaith, The Soul

Anſw, That then ut followerth, 
If a woman miſcarry, immediately af» 
er that very ihſtanc, that che Soul of 
that Efluttion or unſhapen deformed 
peece of congealed blood being immor- 
tal, maſt needs continue its immor- 
rality ; ard that Efiuftion as well as 
perfe& bodyes, ſhall be raiſed again : 
for if degrees of corporal perfe&tion 
hinder; then thoſe that are born im- 
perfeR, as withour legges, armes, or 
hands, or any other member, as di- 
yers are, they ſhall never be raiſed a-

Bur be it granted,that thoſe births 
are not endowed with reaſonab'e 
fouls, yer dorh it not follow, that God 
createth immediately the ſoul , ov imme- , 
di rely aſſiſteth nature in it's produttion 
more then the b:dy : for this 15 an in» 
ſtance out of kind?, therefore cannot 
expe the bleſling of rhe kinde, but 
be as it ſelf is, unnatural and curſed :

I will be thy God, and 
the God of thy ſeed after thee; hereby 
ſeed mult be meant perſons and not bare 
carcaſſes : elſe he had been the God of 
dead clots, and not of Irving ſouls. 

Gen, 46. 26. All the ſowls that 
eame with Jacob mto Me ypt, which 
came ont of bu loywes, &c. 

Job 31.1 5.D:d not be that made me 
in the wowh make him? and did net 
one faſhion ws in the womb ? Ergo, it 
his ſoul were immediately created,ſo was 
his body ; for he, that is, his Extity, 
perſon, even all that went ro make him 
man, was formed and ſhapen in the 
wombe, both Epithites for procreation 
and not for creation.

then fexced me with bones and ſinows, 
that is, that carnated mattec was form 
ed inco humane ſhape, and grew into 
members : then granted} me life : 
that is, began to breath: wic:ice obſerye, 
that in aſcribing the whole worke to 
God, he doth aſcribe irro one kinde 
onely, and not partly mediate , partly 
immeciate ; for he 1icriberh even the 
evacuation of (ced in carnal copulation, 
and che conception of fl-ſh and bones in 
as high a meaſure, (yea,*0 erke away all 
cavil,rather a greacer,)as he doth his lifer 
powred, clothed, and fenced, imply a 
more abſolute a& chen granting, which 
15 bur a ſufferarce, p*rm:fion, or afſents 
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ing 2: therefore, His conception was 
meerly and wholly natural:accordigg to 
that of David,Pia.51.5. Behold, l was 
ſhapen in miquity , and in ſin did my 
mother concerye me. And to this adde 
that of Zach.12.1.7he Lord form- 
eth the ſpirit of man within him. 
Whence it is clear, that whole man fleſþ 
axd ſpirit is a ſecond a&. formed in 
the wombe ; otherwiſe fleſh as well as 
ſpirir mult be created, which all deny,
